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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN  OF  BERKLEY 

FOR  1946 

W'c  arc  pleased  to  report  the  Town  continues  in  a ^'ood 
financial  condition. 

At  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  Town  voted  to 
transfer  $5,000.00  from  Surplus  Funds  for  construction  work 
on  Padelford  Street  on  an  estimate  of  32.000.00.  At  a later 
date  the  estimate  was  increased  to  $42,000.00  and  it  became 
necessary  to  provide  more  funds  for  this  work.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen  contacted  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and 
requested  an  increase  in  the  State’s  allotment.  We  are  pleased 
to  report  the  Commissioners  voted  to  increase  the  State’s  allot- 
ment from  $16,000.00  to  $21,000.00  on  condition  the  Town 
would  provide  an  additional  sum  of  $5,000.00  and  this  was 
provided  by  vote  of  the  Town  at  a Special  Town  Meeting. 
The  additional  $5,000.00  was  also  voted  from  Surplus  Funds. 

The  preliminary  work  has  been  done  on  this  project  and 
the  citizens  may  expect  completion  of  this  project  at  an  early 
date,  with  a very  considerable  improvement  in  our  highway 
system. 

We  have  contacted  the  District  Office  of  Public  Works  in 
respect  to  getting  Plain  Street  finished  from  Chapter  81  Funds 
in  conjunction  with  the  work  on  Padelford  Street  by  the  con- 
tractor and  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  if  this  work  is  done  at 
this  time  by  the  contracting  company,  a considerable  saving  in 
cost  will  result. 

\\T  are  anxious  to  do  all  we  can  to  keep  expenditures 
down  and  we  respectfully  request  that  all  persons  interested 
will  make  a special  effort  to  attend  the  coming  business  meet- 
ing of  the  Town  and  will  express  their  views  in  regard  to  the 
aj)propriations.  At  this  coming  meeting  you  will  be  asked  to 
provide  a sum  of  money  for  certain  fire  equipment  through  a 
Volunteer  Fire  Department  which  has  been  organized  in  the 
Town  and  we  trust  the  voters  will  act  favorably  on  this  (pies- 
tion. 
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At  this  time  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the 
assistance  and  cooperation  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  all 
other  Town  officials  who  have  aided  the  Board  in  the  conduct 
of  the  Town’s  business.

SUPERVISOR’S  REPORT 

In  submitting'  my  report  as  Supervisor  for  the  year  1946, 
it  is  my  desire  to  submit  facts  that  will  no  doubt  be  of  interest 
to  the  citizens  of  the  Town. 

There  has  been  a noticable  increase  in  two  categories  of 
relief ; namely.  Old  Age  Assistance  and  Aid  to  Dependent 
Chddren,  the  net  increase  being  hve  cases  of  Old  Age  xA.ssist- 
ance  and  three  cases  of  Aid  to  Dependent  Children. 

Total  cash  payments  for  the  year  1946  has  been  $19,- 
656.62,  an  increase  of  $3,123.79  for  Old  Age  Assistance  due 
to  the  increase  in  the  case  load  and  also  to  the  increase  allowed 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  to  offset  the  increased 
food  prices.  There  have  been  three  new  cases  of  aid  to  de- 
pendent Children  in  the  last  quarter  of  1946  and  total  cash 
payments  were  $1,076.67. 

The  total  cost  of  Public  Welfare  for  the  year  was  $1,- 
539.28  and  at  the  present  time  we  have  no  town  cases  receiving 
assistance. 

Relative  to  administration,  in  all  three  categories  the  total 
cost  has  been  $537.51. 

Eor  the  coming  year  it  will  be  necessary  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $14,000.00  for  Old  Age  Assistance  and  $3,000.00 
for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children.  The  reasons  for  the  increase 
will  be  explained  at  the  Business  Meeting  of  the  Town. 

I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  cooperation 
and  assistance  you  as  Members  of  the  Board  have  given  me, 
to  the  Town  Treasurer  and  to  Miss  Bernice  Andrews,  Clerk 
of  the  Board,  for  their  help  in  carrying  out  the  duties  of  this 
office.

Tax  possessions  are  owned  outright  by  the  town,  and  may 
be  sold  by  the  selectmen  at  any  time. 
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General  Comment  on  the  Financial  Condition  of  Berkley 

A town  treasurer  is  not  an  administrative  officer;  he  draws 
the  checks,  and  pays  the  bills,  and  deposits  the  receipts  : he 
is  not  an  executive,  not  a director  of  appropriations  excepting 
his  own,  not  a planner,  and  has  no  voice  in  the  g'eneral  over- 
seeing of  affairs.  These  duties  belong  to  others  : selectmen, 
school  committee,  highway  surveyor,  and  others.  And  so  I 
may  go  beyond  my  bounds  in  these  observations  ; if  I do,  may 
1 beg  your  forbearance,  and  may  I excuse  myself  on  account 
of  my  interest  in  our  town  and  its  problems. 

A study  of  the  balance  sheet  appended  to  this  report  will 
disclose  that  the  town  is  in  fair  financial  condition.  Not  bad, 
and  not  good ; just  fair.  A large  amount  of  cash  on  hand  is 
shown,  but  this  is  due  to  the  unexpended  balance  in  the  Padel- 
ford  Street  construction  account,  and  the  necessary  loan  in 
anticipation  of  state  and  county  reimbursements  on  this  pro- 
ject ; necessary  because  payments  from  these  reimbursements 
may  not  be  made  until  they  are  received.  Surplus  revenue  in 
the  amount  of  $25,882.07  is  shown,  but  more  than  half  of  this 
is  reflected  in  uncollected  poll,  personal  and  real  estate  taxes 
amounting  to  approximately  $14,000.,  leaving  not  too  much  of 
a margin  if  a lean  year  should  develop. 

We  need  better  planning  in  this  town.  We  should  look 
ahead  more  than  we  do,  instead  of  living  from  year  to  year. 
We  must  conserve  and  build  up  to  improvements  with  due  re- 
gard for  the  taxpayer.  The  1946  tax  rate  of  $39.40  is  higT 
enough ; too  high  in  my  opinion  for  the  benefits  derived.  If 
a non-political  planning  committee  could  unselfishly  sift  all 
the  needs  of  the  town,  rejecting  those  that  can  wait,  and  find- 
ing means  of  financing  those  that  provide  most  benefits  for 
the  most  people,  it  would  be  a wonderful  thing,  probably  too 
much  to  hope  for.  As  we  stand  now,  each  department  regards 
its  own  needs  as  above  all  others. 

The  question  is  asked,  a great  many  times  through  the 
year,  'AVhat  do  we  obtain  in  return  for  paying  $39.40  for  each 
thousand  dollars  of  assessed  valuation  of  our  property?”  What 
would  you  answer  ? Schools  take  the  largest  part  of  our  tax 
dollar ; charities  come  next,  and  highways  claim  a goodly 
share.  Let  us  ask,  over  and  over  again,  ”Do  we  get  a dollars 
worth  of  return  for  each  tax  dollar  we  spend?” 

I urge  you  as  voters  and  taxpayers,  at  the  annual  to\dn 
meeting  in  1947,  to  give  your  honest  and  careful  considera- 
tion to  each  item  presented  for  your  approval  by  those  seek- 
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ing  the  expenditure  of  your  money.  Too  many  times  an  appro- 
priation is  passed  unanimously  — with  two  or  three  hands 
raised  in  approval  and  none  in  the  negative.  What  are  you 
afraid  of?  Ask  questions  and  demand  respectful  and  com- 
plete answers  from  your  officials,  no  matter  whom  they  are. 
Consider  and  study,  but  consider  and  study  fairly,  the  requests 
for  appropriations ; make  up  your  mind,  and  raise  your  hand, 
one  way  or  the  other,  honestly,  as  you  think  best.  Above  all 
things  be  fair,  and  fear  not ; it  is  your  money  that  is  being 
spent,  and  don’t  forget  it. 

Attached  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
are  a statement  of  cemetery  perpetual  care  funds,  and  item- 
ized payments  from  highway  accounts.

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W arrants  to  distrain  goods  or  make  arrests  for  non-pay- 
ment of  several  of  the  older  outstanding  taxes  were  given  to 
some  of  the  town’s  constables  for  collection  during  the  latter 
part  of  1946,  with  good  results.  It  is  unfortunate  to  have  to 
do  this,  but  with  some  taxpayers  it  is  apparently  the  only  wav 
to  get  results.  The  co-operation  of  the  various  constables  is 
appreciated. 

Appreciation  is  also  due  the  selectmen  for  granting  the 
use  of  the  former  school  building  in  INlyricks  for  use  by  the 
collector.  The  results  of  the  visits  to  Myricks  were  as  usual 
highly  gratifying. 

A town’s  good  financial  standing  depends  mainly  on  the 
prompt  payment  of  taxes.  A great  deal  of  respect  is  due  the 
large  majority  of  Berkley  people  who  do  not  have  to  be  urged 
to  make  their  payments.  They  are  the  backbone  of  the  town. 

Costs  of  materials,  e([uipment,  salaries,  etc.,  have  risen 
all  along  the  line.  But  in  view  of  the  town’s  rising  tax  rate, 
1 am  not  recommending  increased  appropriations  for  the  col- 
lector’s de])artment  for  1947.

In  1946,  six  town  meetings  were  held;  the  annual  business 
town  meeting-  on  March  4 ; the  annual  town  election  meeting, 
March  11;  State  Primaries,  Junq  18;  Special  town  meetings 
on  July  1 and  October  3;  and  the  State  Election,  Nov.  5. 

TOWN  PAPERS  FILED  IN  1946 

Among  the  papers  filed  with  the  town  clerk  in  1946  were ; 
the  organization  of  and  appointments  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men ; the  organization  of  the  School  Committee  and  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Public  Lil)rary  ; the  appointment  of  John  Q. 
l^illingham,  Jr.  to  the  Memorial  Day  Committee  by  the  Moder- 
ator, in  accordance  with  a vote  of  the  town ; the  appointments 
to  the  Finance  Committee  by  the  appointing  committee  ; notices 
of  the  selectmen  to  lay  out,  alter,  and  re-locate  sections  of  Mill 
Street  and  Padelford  Street ; reports  of  the  Selectmen  of  the 
layouts  of  portions  of  Mill  Street  and  Padelford  Street ; letter 
from  the  State  Director  of  Accounts  declaring  the  vote  of  the 
town  at  a special  town  meeting,  to  install  a heating  system  at 
the  Berkley  Grammar  School,  not  -valid;  copies  of  notices  of 
takings  by  eminent  domain  to  land  owners  on  Padelford 
Street ; plans  of  layouts  of  Mill  Street  and  Padelford  Street. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  BY-LAWS 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  in  1946,  it  was  unanimously 
voted  to  change  the  term  of  the  collector  of  taxes  from  one 
year  to  three  years  beginning  in  1947,  and  to  insert  a new  by- 
law authorizing  the  selectmen  to  accept  gifts  and  grants  of 
money  for  the  use  of  town  departments.  Section  2 of  Article 
1 as  amended  now  reads  as  follows  ; 

Section  2.  There  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  second 
Monday  after  the  first  Saturday,  in  March,  a Moderator  for 
one  year,  one  Selectman  for  three  years,  a Treasurer  for  one 
year,  one  Assessor  for  three  years,  a Highway  Surveyor  for 
one  year,  one  member  of  the  School  Committee  for  three  years, 
an  Auditor  for  one  year,  one  Trustee  of  the  Library  for  three 
years,  one  Burial  Ground  Commissioner  for  three  years,  and 
a Tree  Warden  for  one  year,  seven  constables  for  one  year ; 
and  every  three  years,  at  such  annual  election,  a Town  Clerk 
to  serve  for  three  years.  In  the  year  1947  and  in  every  third 
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year  thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected,  at  such  annual  election, 
a Collector  of  Taxes  to  serve  for  three  years.  For  such  pur- 
poses the  polls  shall  be  open  from  twelve  o’clock  noon  to  eig'ht 
o’clock  P.  M. 

The  new  by-law,  inserted  in  Article  IV  at  said  annual 
town  meeting-,  reads  as  follows  : 

Section  2.  The  Selectmen  are  hereby  authorized  to  ac- 
cept gifts  or  grants  of  money  for  the  improvement  or  niain- 
tenance  of  a town  department. 

BOARD  OF  REGISTRARS  OF  VOTERS 

The  annual  listing  of  persons  20  years  of  age  or  over,  as 
made  by  the  Registrars,  lists  391  males  and  366  females,  a 
total  of  757  persons.  This  is  a drop  of  20  from  the  1945  list- 
ing, 15  males  and  5 females. 

As  of  Jan.  1,  1946,  there  were  562  names  on  the  voting- 
list  of  the  town.  In  1946,  81  names  were  added,  and  46  names 
removed,  leaving  a total  of  597  as  of  Dec.  31,  1946,  divided 
into  318  males  and  279  females.

This  is  in  the  form  of 
a report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant  Direc- 
tor of  Accounts.

Mr.  Francis  X.  Lang,  Director  of  Accounts: 

As  directed  by  you,  I have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Berkley  for  the  period  from  May  27, 

1945,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to  October  26, 

1946,  the  following-  report  being  submitted  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of 
the  several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined  and 
checked  with  the  books  of  the  accounting  officer  and  the 
treasurer. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  accounting  officer  were 
examined,  checked,  and  compared  with  the  records  of  the 
several  departments  in  which  money  is  collected  and  with 
the  records  of  the  town  treasurer. 

The  general  and  appropriation  accounts  in  the  ledger 
were  analyzed,  a trial  balance  was  taken  off,  and  a balance 
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sheet,  showing  the  hnancial  condition  of  the  town  on  October 
26,  1946,  was  prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked  in  detail.  The  cash  book  was  footed 
throughout,  the  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  com- 
pared with  the  departmental  records  of  payments  to  the  treas- 
urer and  with  the  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid 
into  the  town  treasury,  while  the  records  of  disbursements 
were  compared  with  the  accounting  officer’s  books  and  with 
the  treasury  warrants. 

The  treasurer’s  cash  balance  on  October  26,  1946,  was 
proved  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  in  the  office  and  by  re- 
conciliation of  the  bank  balances  with  statements  received 
from  the  banks  in  which  town  funds  are  deposited. 

The  sayings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investment  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of 
the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed.  The  income  was 
proved  and  the  transfers  to  the  town  were  verified. 

The  tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  held  by  the  town  were 
examined  and  listed.  The  amounts  transferred  from  tax  levies 
to  the  tax  title  account  were  reconciled  with  the  tax  collector’s 
accounts,  the  disclaimers  and  foreclosures  were  verified,  and 
the  redemptions  of  tax  titles  and  sales  of  tax  titles  and  tax 
])ossessions  were  compared  with  the  treasurer’s  receipts.  The 
tax  titles  and  tax  possessions  were  further  verified  by  checking 
with  the  records  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  collector  of  taxes  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.  The  tax  and  assessment  accounts  out- 
standing according  to  the  previous  audit  and  all  subsequent 
commitments  were  audited  and  compared  with  the  warrants 
issued  for  their  collection.  The  recorded  collections  were 
checked  and  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer,  the 
abatements  were  checked  with  the  assessors’  records  of  abate- 
ments granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
])roved  with  the  accounting  officer’s  ledger. 

VTriheation  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  made  bv 
sending  notices  to  a number  of  persons  whose  names  a])j)eared 
on  the  books  as  ftwing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  re- 
ceived thereto  indicating  that  the  accounts,  as  listed,  are  cor- 
rect. 
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The  records  of  charges  for  departmental  accounts  re- 
ceivable were  examined.  The  recorded  collections  were 
checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified,  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

d'he  financial  records  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined 
and  checked,  The  records  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses  were 
checked  and  the  payments  to  the  town  treasurer  and  the  State 
were  verified. 

The  surety  bonds  of  the  town  officials  required  by  law  to 
furnish  them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were 
examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  financial  records  of  the  selectmen,  the  sealer  of 
weights  and  measures,  as  well  as  of  the  police  department, 
were  checked  in  detail.  The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were 
verified  and  the  cash  on  hand  in  the  departments  was  proved 
by  actual  count. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet  referred  to,  there  are  ap- 
pended to  this  report  tables  showing  a reconciliation  of  the 
treasurer’s  cash,  summaries  of  the  tax,  assessment,  tax  title, 
tax  possession,  and  departmental  accounts,  as  well  as  tables 
showing  the  condition  and  transactions  of  the  trust  and  invest- 
ment funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  cooperation  was  re- 
ceived from  all  town  officials,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  as- 
sistants and  for  myself,  I wish  to  express  appreciation.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Birth  Certificates 

Presentation  of  a birth  certificate  is  required  for  entrance 
to  first  grade. 

Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a certificate  of  vaccination  or  a statement  from  his 
physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisable. 

No  School  Information 

When  weather  conditions  are  such  that  our  buses  are 
unable  to  run,  a no  school  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio 
Station  WEAN  at  7 :05  a.m.  and  8 :20  a.m.  and  over  Radio 
Station  WBZ  at  7:05  a.m.,  7:30  a.m.  and  8:30  a.m.  Parents 
are  urged  to  use  their  own  good  judgment  about  sending  their 
children  to  school  on  stormy  days.  The  fact  that  school  is  in 
session  does  not  mean  that  attendance  by  all  pupils  is  ad- 
visable. 

Transportation 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended 
or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils 
living  at  lesser  distances  along  established  rofite^  are  trans- 
ported if  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit.  Erom 
time  to  time  it  is  necessary  to  refus  transportation  to  some  of 
these  living  under  the  required  distance  when  our  buses  are 
filled  to  capacity  with  children  living  at  a greater  distance. 

Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will 
be  limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age 
or  who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  following 
January  first.  There  will  be  no  exceptions  to  this  ruling. 
Registration  must  be  during  the  first  three  weeks  of  school  in 
September. 
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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Berkley: 

The  report  of  the  School  Committee  is  incorporated  in 
this  report  which  is  the  fourth  submitted  by  me  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  for  the  Town  of  Berkley.  No  attempt  will 
be  made  to  discuss  the  various  philosophical  phases  of  educa- 
tion or  to  set  forth  at  leng-th  our  many  administrative,  or- 
i>*anizational,  or  supervisory  problems.  The  primary  value  of 
this  report  lies  in  its  immediate  interest  to  those  seeking  in- 
formation relative  to  specific  financial  data  and  general  school 
conditions  of  the  past  school  year.  Its  value  as  a record  for 
the  future  is  beyond  (piestion. 

Educational  Costs 

The  net  cost  of  operating  the  Berkley  Schools  has  in- 
creased from  $9,213.84  in  1940  to  $15,615.53  in  1946  or  69%. 
The  gross  cost  advanced  from  $21,604.52  to  $27,350.66  or  26% 
The  difference  in  percentage  is  attributed  to  fluctuations  in 
State  reim1)ursements.  Increases  in  teachers’  salaries  account 
lor  the  largest  amount  but  advances  have  been  experienced  in 
all  of  the  educational  items.  For  the  fiscal  year  1947  it  will  be 
necessary  to  add  substantially  to  our  budget,  ])articularly  in 
the  salary  item,  it  becomes  more  and  more  necessary  to  set 
salaries  in  accordance  with  factors  of  supply  and  demand 
rather  than  thosef  of  increased  cost  of  living. 

• 

'Feachers  who  will  graduate  from  the  various  teacher 
training  institutions  in  June  will  receive  minimum  salaries  of 
vS2,000  except  for  a few  who  are  willing  to  teach  for  less  'in 
their  home  communities  where  lower  salaries  are  paid.  This 
situation  will  make  adjustments  necessary  for  experienced 
])ersonnel  already  in  our  system.  Costs  of  coal,  textbooks, 
supplies,  repairs,  and  replacements  have  changed  appreciably 
during  the  past  few  years,  but  ]:)articttlarly  so  during  this 
year. 

There  is  general  agreement  that  the  local  real  estate  tax 
must  be  su])plemented  by  some  form  of  State  Aid  especially 
in  those  towns  having  a comparatively  low  ability  to  pay. 
Massachusetts  stands  far  down  the  scale  in  tfie  amount  of  aid

oivcn  to  the  local  communities  for  educational  ])urposes. 
Several  plans  for  State  Aid  will  be  presented  at  this  session 
of  the  Legislature  and  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  an 
equalization  bill  will  be  passed  whereby  a town  such  as  Berk- 
ley will  be  aided  appreciably.  Under  one  of  these  plans  Berk- 
ley would  receive  in  1949  and  for  each  year  thereafter  approx- 
imately 50  per  cent  more  in  State  Aid  than  under  the  present 
plan.  There  is  a possibility  that  some  assistance  may  be  forth- 
coming for  the  year  1947  in  addition  to  the  reimbursements 
that  we  already  receive. 

School  Personnel 

Most  communities  continue  to  experience  a teacher  re- 
jdacement  problem  that  is  becoming  more  acute  and  that  is 
expected  to  continue  to  hamjxw  education  for  many  years. 
14iis  condition  will  exist  until  teaching  becomes  attractive 
enough  for  girls  to  go  to  teachers’  colleges  in  much  larger 
numbers.  Approximately  250  teachers  will  graduate  from  the 
teachers’  colleg^es  of  Massachusetts  this  year.  Of  this  num- 
ber probably  not  more  than  190  will  be  available  for  elemen- 
tary school  work  or  less  than  one  teacher  per  community. 
Those  school  systems  that  are  willing  and  able  to  pay  higher 
salaries  will  attract  those  who  are  available  while  the  rest  will 
feel  the  pinch  more  than  ever  before.  To  retain  our  present 
faculty  we  shall  probably  have  to  meet  the  Taunton  salary 
scale  which  provides  for  a maximum  of  $2,400.00.  This  maxi- 
mum is  extremely  low  compared  to  that  established  in  other 
cities.  Fall  River  has  recently  adopted  a schedule  providing 
for  a maximum  of  $v3,000  for  all  classroom  teachers. 

At  this  writing  the  Berkley  School  Committee  has  voted 
to  increase  the  salaries  of  the  teachers  $300,  ef¥ective  Jan.  1, 
1947.  With  this  increase  the  averag'e  income  of  the  Berkley 
teachers  will  be  approximately  $2,000,  the  same  amount  as 
will  be  paid  to  most  of  those  who  will  graduate  from  our 
teachers’  colleges  in  June. 

School  Plant 

At  the  regular  1946  Town  Meeting  the  School  Committee 
presented  to  the  voters  the  problem  of  certain  school  improve- 
ments that  seemed  advisable.  y\  committee  was  selected  to 
study  the  needs  of  the  Berkley  Grammar  School  and  to  bring 
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its  recommendations  before  a special  meeting-  to  be  held  at  a 
later  date.  This  committee  presented  its  recommendations 
through  an  article  in  the  warrant  for  a Special  Town  Meeting 
held  on  July  1,  1946.  The  Article  read  as  follows: 

'To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  through  a bond  is- 
sue or  through  the  issuance  of  notes,  the  sum  of  fourteen 
thousand  three  hundred  dollars  (14,300.00)  and  appropriate 
the  said  sum  to  be  expended  by  the  School  Committee  for  the 
following  ])urposes  or  to  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 
Heating  plant,  $12,000.00;  lighting,  $1,500.00;  insulation 
$800.00.” 

Each  item  was  taken  up  separately.  The  item  providing 
for  a new  heating  plant  was  accepted,  while  those  for  lighting 
and  insulation  were  defeated  by  narrow  margins.  Although 
the  School  Committee  had  been  advised  by  legal  counsel  re- 
garding the  proper  wording  of  the  article  and  its  legality,  it 
was  later  learned  that  l3orrowing  for  alterations  or  repairs  is 
not  authorized  by  the  provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General 
Laws.  Borrowing  for  alterations  or  repairs  can  be  authorized 
only  by  S])ecial  action  of  the  Legislature.  A petition  drawn  up 
by  the  School  Committee  and  signed  by  the  Selectmen  of  Berk- 
ley was  presented  for  Legislative  action  in  order  that  the 
necessary  borrowing  as  approved  by  the  Town  at  the  July  1 
S])ecial  Town  Meeting  might  be  permitted.  Later,  however, 
wlien  the  School  Committee  irajuired  in  Boston  relative  to  the 
l^rogress  of  the  petition  it  was  informed  that  the  Selectmen 
liad  withdrawn  it  from  the  T.egislative  Committee.  The  School 
('ommittee  was  given  no  information  by  the  Selectmen  either 
before  or  after  the  withdrawal  action.  Future  steps  toward 
procuring  a new  heating  system  will  depend  upon  the  amount 
of  interest  that  the  townspeople  have  in  the  project. 

In  September  a new  tar  and  gravel  roof  with  copper  flash- 
ing was  laid  to  replace  the  roof  on  the  old  portion  of  the  build- 
ing at  a cost  of  $919.64.  This  work  was  done  by  the  McGuire 
Roofing  Company  of  Taunton.  The  Committee  had  advertised 
for  bids  but  this  was  the  only  company  interested. 

In  December,  after  encountering  trouble  with  the  septic 
lank  on  two  occasions  the  School  Committee  voted  to  have  a 
cesspool  dug.  Because  of  this  trouble  it  was  necessary  to  close 
school  a week  early  for  the  Christmas  vacation  and  to  start  a 
week  earlier  after  Christmas.  The  work  on  the  cesspool  was 
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undertaken  l)y  the  McCabe  Sand  & Ciravel  Company  at  a cost 
of  approximately  $550.00. 

In  addition  to  many  miscellaneous  repairs  onr  redecora- 
tion ])rogram  has  been  completed  with  attractive  colors  being 
used  to  improve  lig'hting  and  relieve  monotony.  All  class- 
rooms are  painted  in  different  color  schemes  with  green,  peach, 
vellow,  bine,  and  white  being  used.  All  of  this  work  was  done 
during  the  summer  by  Mr.  Walter  Hamilton,  the  school  jani- 
tor. 

General 

I wish  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  parents  of  high  school 
students  that  instrnmental  instruction  is  provided  free  of 
charge  to  any  who  mig'ht  be  interested.  This  service  is  limited 
to  those  who  are  beginners  but  is  not  available  to  any  who 
have  had  private  instruction  for  any  appreciable  length  of 
time.  For  those  who  cannot  obtain  an  instrinnent  through 
their  own  efforts  arrangements  can  be  made  for  procurement 
through  the  high  school.  Instruction  is  limited  to  those  in- 
struments ordinarily  found  in  a band  or  orchestra. 

Our  milk  program  whereby  each  pupil  may  purchase  a 
bottle  of  milk  each  day  for  three  cents  continues  to  be  suc- 
cessful. hAderal  subsidy  is  limited  to  white  milk  only. 

From  time  to  time  we  have  requests  for  an  extension  of 

our  bus  routes  to  pick  up  pupils  who  live  at  a lesser  distance 
from  the  bus  stop  than  the  law  recognizes.  The  School  Com- 
mittee does  not  wish  to  make  exceptions  for  any  one  indivi- 
dual. If  the  Town  wishes  to  appropriate  the  funds  necessary 
to  pick  u])  every  pupil  at  his  door  it  may  be  possible  to  make 
arrangements  accordingly  for  all  who  live  on  roads  tliat  can 
l)e  safely  traversed  by  a bus. 

A good  dental  ]>rogram  is  especially  needed  in  Berkley. 
Idle  need  can  be  met  only  by  town  subsidiation  whereby  each 
])U]ffl  would  pay  a nominal  sum,  the  additional  amount  neces- 
sary being  paid  from  a town  appropriation.  Arrangements 
could  be  made  with  a reliable  dentist  whereby  all  work  would 
be  done  in  his  office,  the  pupils  being  transported  there.  The 
travelling  dentist  program  such  as  we  have  had  in  the  past 
is  not  satisfactory.  Under  such  a plan  the  parent  would  pay 
one  dollar  jier  dental  operation  and  would  be  transported  free 
in  school  time,  ddie  dentist  would  be  paid  by  the  hour  for  his 
work. 
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Conclusion 

In  spite  of  the  many  handicaps  under  which  we  operate 
in  these  times  we  have  been  able  to  improve  school  conditions 
as  a whole,  f wish  to  express  my/  appreciation  to  the  School 
Committee  for  its  courage,  determination,  and  cooperation  in 
helping  to  improve  school  conditions,  and  to  the  teachers  for 
their  interest  in  providing  a better  education  for  the  boys  and 
girls.  The  excellent  spirit  of  the  town  officials  and  towns- 
people who  are  interested  in  the  education  of  the  boys  and  girls 
of  Berkley  is  to  be  commended.

MUSIC  SUPERVISOR’S  REPORT 

Superintendent  John  J.  Rolfe 
Berkley, 

Mass. 

Dear  Mr.  Rolfe: 

Again  it  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  a report  on  the 
work  done  in  music  in  the  Berkley  School  this  past  year. 

May  1 first  tell  you  how  much  I enjoy  my  duties  in  the 
schools  of  your  system.  With  many  years  of  experience  and 
under  happy  conditions  in  most  cases,  I never  have  had  more 
courteous  cooperation  or  seen  a finer  spirit  of  willingness  than 
exists  in  the  Berkley  Common  School. 

When  school  opened  in  September  a thorough  test  was 
made  of  the  voices  in  Grades  I and  II  and  a record  kept  of 
those  who  had  difficulty  in  carrying  a tune  or  matching  simple 
tonal  groups.  Some  of  the  children  find  their  singing  voices 
in  a week  or  two  while  with  others  it  is  a matter  of  months 
before  they  finally  know  how  to  vocalize  properly. 

For  the  little  children  a number  of  rhythmic  rote  songs 
are  taught.  These  are  supplemented  with  hand,  foot,  or  body 
motions  for  precision  and  concerted  action.  Little  choirs  are 
organized  to  lead  and  to  stimulate  the  slower  children. 
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Songs  for  technical  drill  are  emphasized  in  Grades  ITT 
and  TV.  The  work  in  these  grades  is  particularly  gratifying 
because  it  is  the  first  positive  opportunity  the  teacher  has  of 
realizing  how  much  musical  knowledge  the  pupils  have 
acquired  and  how  much  of  the  basic  training  has  been  ab- 
sorbed as  a guide  and  help  to  farther  progress.  When  these 
pupils  can  take  up  a new  song  and  sing  it  with  a neutral  syl- 
lable observing  the  tonal  skips  and  sequenced  and  keeping  the 
rig'ht  time,  then  thev  have  a secure  foundation  on  which  to 
build. 

One  of  the  first  milestones  for  the  young  child  is  to  recog- 
nize the  fact  that  two  notes  in  the  same  place  on  the  staff  must 
represent  the  same  tone.  This  is  a delightful  revelation  to 
the  note  beginner  both  in  singing  and  in  writing. 

In  Grades  V and  VI  aside  from  the  regular  music  lesson 
as  prescribed  in  the  text  books,  work  was  done  with  the 
rhythm  band.  The  group  learned  to  play  ANITA’S  DANCE 
from  the  orchestra  score  and  a pleasing  little  Christmas  selec- 
tion entitled  SANTA’S  COMING. 

During  the  warm  days  of  the  fall  the  whole  school  met 
in  the  auditorium  twice  a month  for  community  singdng.  Each 
room  had  an  opportunity  to  sit  on  the  platform  and  furnish 
two  or  three  special  numbers. 

The  seventh  and  eighth  g*rades  quite  frequently  had  their 
lesson  in  the  auditorium  and  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  choosing- 
songs  to  sing.  These  two  upper  grades  have  done  music  in 
three  parts. 

The  school  entertainments  given  each  year  afford  a fine 
opportunity  for  bringing  to  the  people  of  Berkley  the  talent 
found  in  the  school  children.  Girls  and  boys  like  to  perform 
especially  if  they  have  an  audience.  The  amount  of  time  and 
drill  required  in  preparing  an  entertainment  are  indeed  great. 
Much  thought  is  given  to  having  something  different  each 
time  and  to  have  something  suitable  so  each  child  may  take 
])art  and  to  provide  appropriate  costumes.  The  costumes  fur- 
nish variety  and  relieves  any  monotony-  and  also  add  realism 
to  the  character  portrayed. 

In  closing  this  report  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation 
and  thanks  to  the  personnel  of  the  school  system  with  whom 
it  is  my  good  fortune  to  be  associated.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 
AND  SCHOOL  NURSE

Dear  Mr.  Rolfe: 

The  annual  report  of  the  school  physician  and  the  school 
nurse  is  hereby  submitted. 

Except  for  colds,  the  pupils  have  been  free  from  other 
contagious  diseases  during  the  school  year. 

More  than  half  the  absences  from  school  are  caused  by 
colds.  The  common  cold  is  a communicable  disease.  The  early 
sym]:)toms  of  a cold  vary  in  different  pupils  and  have  dif- 
ferent degrees  of  severity.  The  first  twenty-four  hours  after 
the  onset  of  a cold  is  the  period  when  germs  are  most  danger- 
ous to  other  pupils.  Parents  should  not  send  their  children 
to  school  if  they  show  acute  symptoms  of  a cold. 

• The  audiometer  ear  test  was  given  to  the  pupils  with  three 
])iipils  showing  a slight  hearing  loss. 

^rhe  diphtheria  prevention  clinic  was  held  in  April. 
Twenty  children  completed  the  treatment.  Twenty-eight  were 
given  l)ooster  doses.  The  pre-school  clinic  was  held  in  May 
with  three  children  attending. 

We  regret  that  we  do  not  have  a dental  clinic  at  present. 
Mr.  Rolfe  and  Dr.  Charles  Souza  are  trying  to  work  out  a 
])lan  whereby  ])upils  may  have  the  advantage  of  dental  care. 
In  the  meantime,  1 would  like  to  urge  parents  to  take  their 
children  to  a good  dentist  at  regular  intervals. 

A phv'sical  examination  was  given  to  each  ])upil  bv  Dr. 
Charles  Souza.  A notice  was  sent  to  the  parents  concerning 
all  remediable  defects.  Correction  of  these  defects  is  the  re- 
S])onsibility  of  the  parents. 

Home  visiting  is  a most  important  part  of  school  nursing. 
T have  visited  in  several  homes  during  the  school  year.  It  is 
important  for  the  school  nurse  and  the  parents  to  work  to- 
gether in  helping  children  realize  the  im])ortance  of  good 
health. 

In  closing  I would  like  to  thank  the  teachers,  pupils,  and 
])arents  for  their  help  and  cooperation  in  the  health  program 
of  the  Berkley  school.
